Acc °rdingly, change in 

Churba, 50, is a former senior U.S. Air Force intelligence adviser on the i 
Middle East, former adviser on national security affairs to Reagan durinq his 
presidential, campaign, and former senior policy adviser to the U.S. Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency until his resignation last year over policy issues. 

He said the administration has not been firm enough in combatting hostile 
regimes and * 'going to the source' 1 of Soviet-inspired actions. * 

. Asked if he meant that the CIA should go irf and Kill Khadafy, Churba 
replied: 

"I would leave it to the Libyan people, " but the CIA could use "covert 

and overt means*' to encourage 'such an action by fostering subversion and unrest 
in Libya and recruiting anti-Khadafy Libyans both inside and outside the north 
African nation. 

"I don't think this is adventurism," he said. "I believe the American 

people have had their fill of Khadafy,' (Iranian leader Ayatollah Ruhcllah) 
Khomeini and (Cuban leader Fidel) Castro." 

All should be toppled, he said, to start the erosion at the source of what he 
said was Soviet-inspired terrorism and expansionism. ' 

, Churba was asked to detail how the CIA, which has been prohibited from 
engaging in assassination,- could legally participate in a plot against Khadafy.
